nedy and Vandenberg. 


These are America's two 


m a j o r 
rocket-launching 


sites, and when the shuttle 


begins flying late in this 
decade they will retain 
their present roles. Most 
space • agency 
scientific 


flights will be launched 
from the cape and secret 
military flights from the 
West Coast. 


The shuttle is a reflyable 


rocket plane which will be 
boosted into orbit by two 
recoverable rockets. After 
completing its mission, the 
shuttle will return to earth 
and land on a runway like 
an airplane. 


The delta-wing craft is 


about the size of a DC9 jet- 
liner. 
It can carry as 


many as 12 persons and 
their 
laboratory 
equip- 


ment, or two pilots and up 
to 65,000 pounds of satellite 
payload. 


Each shuttle will be cap- 


able of making 
100 or 


more flights 
into orbit, 


drastically 
reducing -the 


cost of space operations. It 
will-be the United States' 
system for at least two 
decades and 
will make 


most space rockets obso- 
lete. 


The shuttle will be capa- 


ble of delivering satellites 
into orbit, and returning to 
earth payloads that need 
repair. 


On such flights, two as- 


tronaut-pilots would man 
the rocket plane. But it 
also could serve as an in- 
terim space station, carry- 
ing 12 persons for up to 30 
days of experiments. 


Cost of orbiting a pound 


of payload would be cut to

Reds launch vicious new

CAPE KENNEDY (fl — Moving steadily toward Sun- 


day's blastoff for the moon, the Apollo 16 launch crew 
cleared the pad Friday and pumped supercold propellants 
into the command ship and lunar landing module. 


All systems were reported "go for launch" as as- 


tronauts John W. Young, Charles M. Duke Jr. and 
Thomas K. Mattingly II wound up 13 months of intense 
training for man's fifth voyage to the moon and the first 
to its mountainous highlands. 


Young and Mattingly capped their training Friday 


afternoon by flying proficiency runs over central and 
south Florida in T38 jet planes, Duke had made a simi- 
lar flight last Saturday. 


A DAY OF REST was set aside for them today, in 


advance of the liftoff scheduled for 9:54 a.m. PST Sun- 
day. 


Liquid hydrogen and liquid oxygen were fed into the 


tanks of the power-producing fuel cells of the command 
ship Casper. Helium was pumped into the lunar landing 
ship Orion at a temperature of 552 degrees below zere. 
The cold, slushy helium pressurizes the fuel tanks in the 
landing vehicle. 


Mattingly, who will orbit the moon in the command 


ship while Duke and Young are exploring the surface, 
devoted nearly two hours to a lunar orbit science brief- 
ing before settling down to await the launch. 


Young and Duke, for the first time, practiced assem- 


bling a model of the lunar rover that will transport them 
during three seven-hour tours on the lunar surface. If 
the car should fail to operate, they will switch to a walk- 
ing mission. 


The big goal of the astronauts is to find evidence 


that in the moon's formative stages billions of years ago 
it was torn by volcanic eruptions. 


In their first outside tour they will drive a mile across 


the Cayley formation, believed lo have been formed by a 
fluid lava flow. On the second, they'll drive 2.6 miles to 
the mountainous Descartes formation believed created by 
thick lava streams.

found, worth $11 million 


NEW YORK — The discovery of a 969.8-carat dia- 


mond—the third largest ever reported unearthed and 
valued at $11,700,000 — has been made in the small 
West African Republic of Sierra Leone, it was re- 
vealed here Friday. 


The two-and-a-half-inch-long and one-and-a-half- 


inch-wide stone is the size of a hen's egg and weighs

almost a half pound. The country's president, Siaka 
Stevens, has christened the gem, "The Star of Sierra 
Leone." 


In New York, Consul General Tinga Seisay said 


he had seen the diamond after it had been found 
Feb. 14 on a conveyor belt in a diamond processing 
plant in the Kono area of Sierra Leone. 


The largest gem-quality diamond ever discovered 


was the Cullinan diamond, which weighed 3,106 me- 
tric carats. It was picked up by a mine superintend- 
ent one evening in 1905 at the Premiere mine in 
South Africa. 


The second largest was the Excelsior diamond 


found in 1905 in South Africa and which weighed 
995.20 carats, or about seven ounces. A native found 
it in a shovelful of gravel. Both the Excelsior and 
the Cullinan gems were cut into smaller stones. 


Seisay said that the "star" will be kept intact 


and, therefore, is now the world's largest diamond.

Surgeons sought to save the life of 
Patrolman Philip Cardillo, 31, who was 
shot in the chest inside the mosque. His 
condition was reported as grave. 


The three policemen went to the

A police spokesman said the ap- 
peal was false. Following the shooting, 
Cardillo's two companions put in a call 
for reinforcements.

ities are more interested in advertising than in 


-'•pollution control and have done little overall to 


'reduce air pollution from their plants, a study by 


the Council on Economic Priorities claims. 


A survey of 15 leading 


Investor-owned 
utilities 


showed 
the 
companies 


spent less than one per 
Mnt of their revenues on 
pollution control in 1970, 


' but that advertising expen- 
ses were six times greater 
than research expenses. 


The study showed that 


mor* than half the 124 
plants surveyed across the 
.country "failed to control 
participate (solid matter 
pollution such as cinders 


.'. and dust)" as well as cur- 
, rent technology would al- 


low. Only 36 per cent of 


" .the plants s u r v e y e d 
'showed "adquate" pollu- 


tion 
control, 
tils study 


•aid. 


The study also showed 


•erious deficiencies in con- 
trol of sulfur dioxide emis- 
sions, which are harmful 
to health, and of nitrogen 
«ddes, * major contribu- 
tor to photochemical smog. 


IN MOST cases, the re- 


port said, excess pollution 
w«s caused by unwilling- 
ness of the 15 utilities stud- 
led to use pollution control 
measures already availa- 
bl«. 


The report said it would 


require an investment of 
between $1.3 billion and 
12.2 billion by the utilities 
to bring their 
pollution 


standards 
to acceptable 


levels. 


The worst offenders ac- 


cording 
to 
the council, 


were the Southern Compa- 
ny of Atlanta, which oper- 
ates plants in Alabama, 
Georgia

Florida;

Judge voids

Judge Frederick A. Kepka has overturned a Long 


Beach Municipal Court jury's award of $10,000 damages 
to a black family and granted a new tria5 in a racial dis- 
crimination house-rental lawsuit. 


Kepka ruled the award to Nathaniel Johnson, 41, and 


his wife, Mary, 25, "excessive damages" and found "ir- 
regularity of proceedings" denied defendants William Al- 
exander, of El Toro, and Donald Green a fair trial, court 
records show. 


Kepka presided at the trial. 


Kepka's order vacating the jury's unanimous award 


also finds the Johnsons' attorney committed "error in 
law" by questioning Green before the panel "about al- 
leged felony convictions in another slate without having 
or offering any proof" of such crimes. 


THE JUDGE NOTED that questioning was over 


objections of Robert E. Krause, attorney for Alexander 
and Green, 38, manager of property they jointly owned 
at 1108 E. 32ud St., Signal Hill. 


The all-white jury voted $8,000 punitive damages, 


plus $2,000 special damages for inconvenience and men- 
tal anguish, finding the Johnsons and their son, David, 4, 
and daughter, Chamaine, 6, had been refused rental in 
violation of the Fair Housing Act. 


In granting Krause's motion for a new trial, Kepka 


said the jury disregarded the court's legal instruction 
"to disregard any reference" to alleged criminal convic- 
tions of Green. 


The judge ruled there also was no evidence of spe- 


cial damages and "that it is clear to the court that its 
admonition was ineffective, that the error was substan- 
tial and through it defendants were prevented from hav- 
ing a fair trial and determination both as to liability and 
damages. 


The case is not now on the court's calender, pending 


a request from the attorneys for the setting of a retrial 
date.

country on a bus tour a 
few years ago, a retired 
Nebraska newspaper edi- 
tor and his wife found 
themselves in Long Beach 
for a few days. Come Sat-

dered about a congenial 
Church to attend Sunday 
morning. 


"The clerk at the hotel 


suggested 
one over

Third and Linden," Rich- 
ard Ferguson recalled in a 
chat this week. "We liked 
H. Went back for the Tues- 
day 
afternoon 
fun ses- 


sion." • 
1 It was the church pas- 
tored by the sprightly Rev. 
Dr. Hodge Macllvain Ea- 
glcson, who six years ago 
turned f a l t e r i n g little 


Moore Memorial Methodist 
Church into an innovative 
non-denominational Senior 
Citizen Church. 


The 
Fergusons 
came 


back to spend a couple of 
winters 
here, 
and 
two 


years ago made the big 
move to slay. 


"Sold 
my 
cow 
and 


moved to town," the 77- 
year-old 
Ferguson 
said 


with a twinkle. 


The former editor of the 


Friend, 
Neb. 
Sentinel 


came to the interview in 
file best newspaper tradi- 
tion — armed with factual 
notes about the church, 
and asking that we play 
down his personal life and 
play up the church. 


The little house of wor- 


ship which helped the Fer- 
gusons make their decision 


to move here lias grown to 
a 
membership 
of 800. 


When it was organized as 
a Senior Citizens church 
late in 1965 the entire con- 
gregation could be seated 
in one pew. 


After the regular Sunday 


School and service ("Don't 
forget to mention that Dr. 
Eagleson is a 
powerful 


preacher, have you ever 
heard him?" says Fergu- 
son) there's socializing and 
a snack. The Tuesday fun 
session includes a singa- 
long and an "amateur" 
program. 


"It's a little corny some- 


times I guess," Ferguson 
shrugs, "but it's fun. Then 
on 
Friday or Saturday 


nights there's a social eve- 
ning, night club style." 


As would be expected, 


women tend to outnumber 
the men in the congrega- 
tion, though there are an 
increasing number of;men. 


"Women outlive men, as 


everyone knows," Fergu- 
son notes, "and they usu- 
ally are more consistent 
churchgoers." 


He pays tribute to the 


choir, led by director Elsie 
Davis. "She is a trained 
musician, and very good. 
My wife Nelle enjoys sing- 
ing with tlie choir, she 
sings in some duets. She's 
80." 


What about the argu- 


ment advanced by some 
that it's better for people 
not 
to segregate 
them- 


selves by age? 


Ferguson replies that he 


Is not an expert on this, 
and personally wouldn't 


want to live in one of the 
senior citizen housing de- 
velopments, but he does 
know that at the senior 
church "you find a lot of 
friends,. People feel like 
they have known each oth- 
er for years, even though 
they don't. 


"I'm not'even sure of the 


last names of many of the 
folks. It's not formal." 


In addition to the spiritu- 


al content and the good 
times, members regularly 
organize visits to convales- 
cent homes and hospitals, 
where they spread a little 
cheer. Ferguson for the 
past year has taken on a 
once-a-week assignment at 
Veterans Hospital, where 
he teaches printing as part 


of a manual arts therapy 
program. 


And what do the Fergu- 


sons think of Long Beach 
as a place to live? 


Again, the 
newspaper- 


man's realism. 


"We like it. My wife 


likes it very much. Scenic- 
wise it's not really a 
choice spot, and the down- 
town could use some .re- 
building and fixing up. But 
the climate is certainly 
one of the best and the 
people are friendly. And 
you have a splendid news- 
paper, I'm very impressed 
by it. 


"For beauty," he contin- 


ued, "I'd take the Monte- 
rey area. It takes a bit of 
money to retire there, I 
suspect. Down here you 


can find any class, plenty 
in meager circumstances 
too.' 


H's been a cold winter 


back in Nebraska, Fergu- 
son understands, and he 
can do nicely without that. 
A lifetime's ties will take 
him back to his old state 
to visit, b u t . . . 


"As Thomas Wolfe once 


said, and as your columnist 
Mac Epley wrote about so 
well, you can't go home 
again." 


"Home" is now Long 


Beach to the Fergusons, 
and a very definite part of 
that process is the little 
old church at Third and 
Linden 
with its instant 


friendships.

You can have a 
happy family life

A family living together 


in;affection and mutual re- 
spect results in probably 
the' happiest state of life 
on earth. But when the 
family is disrupted by mis- 
understanding 
and 
con- 


flict, it creates an unheal- 
thy state 
of continuing 


adverse effect on all its 
members. 


The different generations 


within a family need not 
be sundered apart by so- 
called "gaps," they need 
not live in mutual mistrust 
and conflict. Reasonable, 
intelligent, sincere human 
beings of any age can, if 
they will, live together in 
peace and harmony. 


If one person within the 


family, perhaps yourself, 
decides to have an upbeat 
spirit, he can rejuvenate 
the family life and bring 
about a pleasant relation- 
ship. Eliminate from your- 
self any hostility and treat 
all in the family with love 
and respect, and you can 
ch&nge things. Think of 
yourself as a love "cell" 
and act that way. The 
others may pick it up and 
in due course respond ac- 
cordingly. 


'•LET ME tell you about a 
teenage boy definitely of 
ttfc "now" generation, re- 
bellious and contemptuous 
of every generation but his 
own. Naturally his parents 
got their backs up, the gap 
grew wider and the family 
drifted apart. The house- 
hold was in a state of un- 
happiness. 


Then this boy had what 


he calls a "deep spiritual 
experience." As a result 
he decided that instead of 
being part of the world's 
problems he would be part 
of its cure. Still sticking to 
his own views, but now re- 
specting others' opinions 
as well, he became a ple- 
sant and loveable person. 
Result? The family began 
to get together on a deeper 
level, everybody learned 
to love and respect each 
Qther. 
'" "That's a nice story, a 
father told me recently, as 
1: related it to him, "but 
my two teenagers haven't 
had spiritual experiences 
and they are definitely not 
loving. We don't even try 
to communicate anymore. 


We are worlds apart! I've 
tried as hard as I know 
how to give them a good 
life. Where did I fail?" 


And from his two teenag- 


ers: "Dad only hears me 
talk. He never really lis- 
tens. And he always tells 
me how it is." and "How 
'can I tell him my prob- 
lems? 
He 
brings work 


home every night!" 


If 
that 
family would 


practice 
treating 
every 


member, young and old, as 
a person and try to under- 
stand the other person's 
point of view, a climate of 
good will and real under- 
standing could be created. 
Identity of personality of 
whatever age must be re- 
spected. 


Often teenagers feel they 


have no voice in family af- 
fairs. A family conference, 
held once a week or when- 
ver a member feels the 
need, could help everyone 
concerned. It clears the air 
for a family to talk togeth- 
er freely and openly. Treat 
the younger family mem- 
bers as junior partners in 
the family firm and let 
them participate in some 
decision making. You may 
find your teenagers more 
coopeartive once they feel 
they have had Iheir "say," 
and more responsible and 
concerned about the family 
too! 
They 
might 
even 


come up with some good 
ideas. It isn't easy to run a 
smooth family gathering, 
but it can be well worth 
the 
effort. 
The 
family 


might even try praying to- 
gether. 


CONTRARY TO popular 


belief, only a small minori- 
ty of teenagers say they do 
not believe in God. In a re- 
cent 
survey more than 


2,000 
adolescents 
were 


asked what they felt was 
needed in their home lives. 
More religion was one of 
the three most frequent an- 
swers. It is a fact that the 
family that prays together 
stays 
together, 
for 
its 


members grow together in 
a deeper understanding. 


There is enormous poten- 


tial for happiness, for love 
and 
harmony 
in every 


family unit. It's up to you!

center, and Mrs. Susan Sutcliffe, 23, of 
Anaheim, each pleaded guilty to Judge 
James. F. Judge. 


Wade and Mrs. Sutcliffe drew life 


terms in prison for first-degree murder of 
Gerald F. Mitchell, 24, last Jan. 21. 


Cartwright, who admitted to second-de- 


gree murder, drew a term of five years 
to life. 


Mitchell and his bride, Karen, were 


accosted late the night of Jan. 21 when 
they arrived at their honeymoon apart- 
ment. He was robbed, then shot when his 
bride objected to surrendering her wallet. 


Police 
in Phoenix, Ariz., arrested 


Wade and Cartwright four days later. 
Mrs. Sutcliffe was nabbed the same night 
in a Pomona motel. 


The two men were on a weekend pass 


from prison, to work at jobs they said 
they had. 


The holdup murder of the schoolteach- 


er set off a fuliscale investigation of the 
rehabilitation center, which since has 
been closed. The probe forced cancella- 
tion of the prison's issuance of liberty 
passes.

Check-cashing losses always has been 'a thorn in the 


businessman's side. 


Many experts have devoted time, money and energy 


to finding a solution. 


Chuck Cheatham, Independent, Press-Telegram po- 


lice reporter in Long Beach, reports on the most recent 
— and possibly the most workable plan to date:

ty, as "the most simple and inexpensive way to dramati- 
cally reduce check cashing losses lor businessmen" ill 
new identification ktt is gaining widespread acceptance.

down from 30 forged and stolen payroll check) a month 
to only one. 


Other users of the kit reported noticing that when 


prospective check cashers saw others putting their 
thumb prints on the backs of their checks that they left 
the store without presenting a check. 


Robert M. Bell, sales manager for the kit, said that 


often when a check forger sees the International City In- 
dentification Systems decal on the store window and 
cash register, they pass up the store and ply their racket 
on a less wary merchant. 


The kit, Bell said, contains 250 stamps and a small

Bell said the identification system is also applicable

Offices increase 


Office building construction in California climbed to 


a new record in permit volume during 1971. Security Pa- 
cific Bank reported. 


In a special analysis of statewide building activity, 


the bank's Economic Research Division discloses build- 
ing permit valuation for office, bank and professional 
buildings registered $756 million in 1971. 


This represented a 66 per cent gain over 1970's $454 


million. 
San Francisco ranked as California's leader in office 


building construction, recording seven permits in excess" 
of $10 million and a total volume of $295 million. 


Total California building and construction permit vol- 


ume rose to $7,5 billion in 1971, up from the year-earlier 
$5.75 billion. 
Crime insurance 


Businessmen in the high crime risk areas of 25 coun- 


ties and the major cities of California will be able to se- 
cure the crime insurance protection with a better choice 
of coverage and at a more affordable premium through 
the California FAIR Plan Association, it was announced 
by Will Wyngarden, chairman of the association's gov- 
erning committee. 


The FAIR (Fair Access to Insurance Requirements) 


Plan is a joint venture of all of the property insurance 
companies authorized to do business in California. 


The property insurance companies joined together in 


1967 to help property owners in designated geographical 
areas, who had trouble obtaining property insurance 
through the normal insurance market because of envi- 
ronmental hazards, 
secure essential fire coverage 


through their usual local agent or broker. 


Crime insurance was added to the P'AIR Plan for 


hoth business and residential property owners as author- 
ised by Assembly Bill 2323 in August of 1971 in coopera- 
tion with the federal program of the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development. 


Commercial crime coverage available since that 


date has been limited to one package of robbery and 
burglary insurance with a fixed schedule of limits as 
was recommended by the federal government. The fed- 
eral government insurance program for other states was 
liberalized the first part of this year. 


The FAIR Plan, by the approval of their Governing 


Committee and the authorization of the Insurance Com- 
missioner, will provide four distinct options of commer- 
cial crime insurance to help agfents and brokers better 
fit the needs of the business people in the urban business 
areas and at rates that make it possible for the smaller 
businessman to afford the financial protection of insur- 


3T1C6.As of April 1, rates for new and renewals of the orig- 
inal package coverage were reduced 50 per cent for 
increments of coverage over $3.000.

Introduces line 


It really looks like the boom is here, Business Week 


magazine believes. 


"The pulse of the economy is quickening week by 


week. A recovery that once was sluggish now has some 
bounce. Manufacturers' sales spurted early in the quar- 
ter," the magazine said in its lead article in the current 
issue. 


"Output of steel, building products, furniture and ap- 


pliances has shifted into higher gear. Machine tools, 
which had been dragging bottom, have suddenly taken 
on new Me, with a 27 per cent year-to-year gain in or- 
ders in January and February. 


"The way that everything is; coming together sug- 


gests that the recovery is finally on solid ground. And 
economists, some of whom were getting a little edgy 
earlier this year, now almost all agree that a major 
cyclical upswing is under way." 


The publication ticked off a long list of statistics 


which suggest new economic strength, including: 


Industrial production has been rising at an annual 


rate of more than eight per cent since last November. 


Employment has been climbing vigorously, partly 


from better job opportunities. Since last August, non- 
farm, payrolls have swelled by 1.2-million. 


Capital spending jumped in the fourth quarter of last 


year and, evidently, also in the first quarter of 1972. 


In recent weeks, retail stores posted year-to-year 


gains of eight per cent. 


The index of consumer "forecast confidence" of 


market researcher Sindlinger & Co. notes a steady and 
robust rise in consumer attitudes since President Nixon's 
New Economic Policy went into effect last Aug. 15. 


"Unfortunately," Business Week noted, "the rising 


business curves are accompanied by a fast rise in the 
price curves. Soaring farm prices have given the needle 
to the consumer price index. Industrial wholesale prices 


are altogether too zcsty . . . Washington economists 
wistfully hope that the price indexes will slow down 
soon, but it is anybody's guess just when." 


BELIEF THAT THE PUBLIC will be increasingly in 


the mood to buy is spurring many manufacturing com- 
panies to beef up their advertising and marketing 
budgets for the first time since the recession, Industry 
Week reports. 


Manufacturers are introducing new products, Invad- 


ing new markets, hiring additional salesmen, and be- 
coming more innovative and aggressive. 


Today's rising demand for goflds is not only creating 


current sales opportunities but it also holds the promise 
of even better business later in the year, companies in a 
wide variety of industries told the business magazine. 


Last fall, managers were waiting to assess the gov- 


ernment's new economic policies before altering promo- 
tional plans. As budgets firmed late in the year, howev- 
er, many companies upped outlays to account for the ex- 
pected upswing. 


Typical is a producer of electrical and other equip- 


ment whose higher budget also has built-in flexibility for 
quick reaction to changing market conditions. That com- 
pany also is trying- new marketing approaches. It is, for 
example, successfully using a new bidding concept (that 
includes maintenance of equipment) to win municipal or- 
ders for such.products as water meters. 


A maker of material handling equipment is formu- 


lating new market approaches and developing new prod- 
ucts to meet the needs of emerging demand. Among the 
comprehensive set of promotional tools the company is 
using, Industry Week said, are heavier space advertis- 
ing, direct mail in some areas, a stepped-up program of 
sales supervision, training, and communications.

nation. 


He is right, of course. 


The only flaw in the Dorni- 
an Theory is its parochial 
confinement 
to domestic 


economic recovery. 


LET US not forget that 


Congress also is spending 
a lot of time this year re- 
thinking the concept of for- 
eign aid. There are strong 
objections to sending any 
more cash to underdevel- 
oped countries. 


But surely no one would 


object if we send them a 
few 
presidential 
candi- 


dates, of which we have an 
embarrassment of riches. 
Let us say that Bangla- 
desh, 
for example, an- 


nounces it is holding a 
presidential primary. Can- 
didates would rush there 
with 
their 
entourages, 


bringing an end to hunger 
and privation. 


They wouldn't, it is true, 


win any delegates in Bang- 
ladesh. But that shouldn't 
stop them from entering 
the primary. 


Most of them didn't win 


any 
delegates 
in 
New 


Hampshire either. 


And the beauty of it is. 


in B a n g l a d e s h they 
wouldn't have to answer 
any questions about bus- 
ing.

MENLO PARK (UPI) — 


Instead 
of taking over, 


credit cards may become 
extinct by 1880, according 
to a Stanford Research In- 
stitute economist. 


The reason: Abuses are 


so widespread that some 
credit 
card 
companies 


may be losing as much as 
half their gross profits. 


"Criminals have begun 


to use stolen cards instead 
of guns," 
Ray Zablocki 


wrote in SRI's pubHoation, 
Investments in Tomorrow. 
He said a stolen card sell 
for between $75 and $200 in 
the New York area. 


"I understand that the 


airlines make few credit 
checks on the typical cred- 
it card," Zablocki said. 
"That means a stolen card 
user could quite possibly 
gel from the East to the 
West Coast free. 


"He could even buy a 


couple of extra tickets and 
cash them in or sell them 
at a discount. Then when 
he got out here, he could 
run up quite a bill, be- 
cause communications be- 
tween the East and West 
Coast in terms of credit 
verification are so poor."

Q. In a recent column on 


the nontaxable portion of 
utility stock dividends, you 
said the tax-sheltered sta- 
tus of such dividends in 
1973 
will be "sharply af- 


fected and, in fact elimi- 
nated, 
in some compa- 


nies." We're retired and 
own s e v e r a l hundred 
shares in utilities. Are you 
saying we may not receive 
any quarterly dividends? 
We're concerned because 
we need all the dividends 
and interest we can get. 


A. The tax law changes 


diseusssed in that column 
affect only the status of 
the dividends for your tax- 
reportmg purposes, not the 
ability of the companies to 
pay dividends. You should 
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Don't rush to sell utilities 


continue to enjoy the in- 
come as though nothing 
had happened. 
Only the 


way you account for that 
income to the tax man has 
been changed. 


Under the changes going 


into effect after June 30, 
utilities 
that have paid 


some or all of their divi- 
dends to you as a return of 
capital will be sending out 
their dividends in future 
years as ordinary income 
to you instead. That should 
•b« 
the 
only 
way ihis 


change affects you. 


So, don't rush to sell 


your utilities under the 
misapprehension 
t h a t 


you'll be getting no income 
from your stocks. That's 
not correct. The income 
will still be coming in to 
you, 
but instead of reduc- 


ing your cost basis on the 
stot», you'll be declaring 
most or all of those divi- 
dends as ordinary income. 
It will be subject to ordi- 
nary tax rates, after your 
dividend exclusion of $100 
per individual or $200 on 
your joint ownership. 


Q. MY WIFE and I are 


disagreeing over the mer- 
its of our mutual fund. 
We ha e been putting in a 
modest $15 a month since 
January, 1967, and have 
paid the "front-end load." 
We've also reinvested ail 
distributions. Our shares 
are now worth about $920. 
We figure we've invested 
$960. She wants to sell and 
bank the money. I feel we 
should keep the fund and 
begin to realize some prof- 
its from herein. Can you 
help us decide? 


A. This is an established 


fund with a good record 
but your experience dem-' 
onstrates 
that 
manage- 


ment performance of a 
fund 
isn't 
necessarily 


identical to the investor's 
performance. 


Your purchase 
of the 


fund on a "front-load" or 
contractual 
plan 
meant 


that most of your sales 
commissions came out of 
the first few years' pay- 
ments. 
This, 
in hum, 


meant that only a fraction 
of your initial years' in- 
vestments was actually at 
work on shares of the 
fund. 


Because your fund was 


doing relatively well, you 
have 
now reached 
the 


point where you're about 
even. More important, I 
think, is that the commis- 
sion charge out of your 
monthly payment now is a 
very 
small fraction be- 


cause of that heavy pre- 
payment in the front-load. 
On that basis alone, I'd be 
inclined to your side of 
this little disagreement but 


persuasive as you can in 
making your case with you 
wife and proceeding only 
with her agreement. 


Q. HOW do I declare my 


stock split in my income 
tax? I own stock received 
when my company merged 
with another. How do I 
handle this taxwise? 


A. I can't give you a 


blanket answer on this be- 
cause 
you've apparently 


received new stock created 
for this merger deal. In 
most cases, companies ar- 
range these things so that 
exchanges 
of stock 
are 


made on a tax-free basis 
but you should check this 
specific 
transaction 
with 


the comapny and with a 
qualified tax counselor.

San

have had a copy of the 
booklet for several months 
and 
are 
attempting 
to 


identify the other five gun- 
men, 
the newspaper said. 


THE 
BOOKLET 
was 


contained in a minority re- 
port of the House Commit- 
tee on Internal Security in 
Washington and was issued 
by Rep. John G. Schmitz, 
R-Calif., making it a mat- 
ter of public record. 


Cox wrote that the am- 


bushers chose a Monday 
night because there would 
be fewer people and police 
units on the street about 
the time of the raid. 


They knew that at ap- 


proximately 11 p.m. "two 
Negro 
pigs, H e r m a n 


George and Kelly Water- 
field" would stop by the 
housing office, Cox wrote. 


A man with a 12-gauge 


shotgun was stationed at 
the rear door of the proj- 
ect to shoot anyone at- 
tempting to escape. One 
man drove a stolen camp- 
er truck and the other four 
— including Cox, who was 
armed with a ,30-cah'ber 
Ml carbine and a 9mm 
pistol — moved in on the 
glass front housing office.

Tons and tons of income 
tax returns swamp capital

post office truck pulls into

on the south side of Sacra- 
mento and dumps off an- 
other two tons of mail. 


It's 
Income tax time. 


Each one of those truck- 
loads contains about $4 
million to $6 million in 
checks, money orders and 
a scattering of currency 
and coins for payment of 
state personal income tax- 
es. 


State officials say they 


expect to receive about 
900,000 returns today. The 
total will probably top 1 
million 
returns Monday, 


whictt is the deadline for 
filing without penalty. 


Tuesday, the day. when 
the bulk o£ Monday's mail 
arrives, may go even high- 
er, officials say. 
;'Robert Haines, supervi- 
sor of the Receipts and 
Classification Division of 
the State Franchise Tax 
Board, said Friday his big- 
gest concern right now is 
"to get all the money in 
the bank." 


He said he has 850 tem- 


porary 
employes sorting 


tax returns. He reported 


he expects to have every 
payment checked against 
the return and deposited in 
the bank within a week of 
arrival at the tax office. 


The next step is check- 


ing taxpayers' arithmetic 
to see that they are paying 
the right amount. It will 
take a staff of about 100 
permanent employes the 
rest of the year to do that. 


Altogether, more than B 


million state tax returns 
will be filed this year, 
Haines 
said, more than 


half of them in the final 
days before deadline. 


Haines' division has de- 


posited ?292 million in the 
Bank of America so far 
this year, and he says the 
total will probably double 
within the next week. 


"This is the cashiering 


function. 
Our main con- 


cern is to get money in the 
bank. We do no more proc- 
essing than is necessary to 
identify the return and get 
it into bank," Haines said. 


Conversion of tax data to 


computer tapes, audits and 
issuance ol refunds or bills 
all come later, when the 
tax deadline crush is over, 
he said. 


The division Haines su- 


pervises spends all year 


gearing up for the annual 
tax rush, and starts adding 
10, 20 or 30 more tempo- 
rary workers each day be- 
ginning each year around 
Feb. t. Most are students 
and housewives. 


The processing center, a 


77,000-square-foot building 
eight miles south of the

About 60 young men just 


stamp numbers on returns 
and checks all day.

Treasury may urge new

WASHINGTON W — The 


government

between $6 million and $8 
million.
